6 January General FANG Ch'iang, commander of the 44 Army and commander of 
the Central and South China Naval District, accepted the ship for the 
Chinese Communists. FANG has abandoned Yulin as a naval headquarters and 
will concentrate naval activities at Whampoa, Bocca Tigris, and Kuangehou- 
wan. His army headquarters is at Tlaip'ing (113-4), 22-49).
